AMERICA’S TRIBUTE. 


President Cleveland Attends a Sol- 
emu High Mass at Washington. 
Washington, July 1.—Solemn requiem high 
mass for the-late President Carnot of the 
Frei.ch republic was celebrated in St. Mat- 
thew’s church at noon today in the presence 
of President Cleveland, the diplomatic corps 
and representatives of all branches of the 


| government. 


Invitations had been given by the French 
ambassador who, with his official family, 
were there in the capacity of mourners, 
and the familiar and always touching cere- 
monial for the dead of the Catholic church 
took on a deeper significance because of 
the circumstances under which it was given 
and the assemblage of distinguished men. 

President Cleveland and Secretary of 
the Navy Herbert, and Attorney General 
Olney. In the first pew to the left of the 
aisle was Ambassador Patenotre in a glit- 
tering uniform with the cross of the Legion 
of Honor suspended by a red ribbon from 
his collar: his handsome young bride, the 
daughter of James Elverson, of Philadel- 
phia, wearing deep mourning; M. de Com- 
mines, first secretary of the French em- 
bassy; M. Jules Boeufvre and Marquis 
de Chambrun, also of the embassy. Di- 
rectly back of the representative of French 
republic sat the ambassadors of Great

A number of persons were prostrated by 
sunstrokes, including a member of the pres- 
ident’s military household. There were 
other minor accidents, but on the whole the 
day was remarkably free from casualties. 

The procession arrived at the cathedral 
of Notre Dame at 12:30 o'clock. Only the 
tolling of the sonorous bell was heard as 
the column disappeared slowly within the

The privy counselor, Dr.P‘ndler, for nearly 
thirty years 
Allgemeine Zeitung, retired from his place 
yesterday. He guided the policy of the. 
journal through all the stormy days of the 
Bismarck regime, fom half a dozen years 
was the old chancellor’s: editorial mouth- 
piece, and, when Bismarck fell, retained his 
semi-official relations by trimming h's sails 
to suit the new regime. 

The United Press correspondent called up- 
on Dr. Pindler yesterday morning to ascer- 
tain his reason for retiring. In the course 
of the interview Dr. Pindler gave some Ine 
teresting views of recent German history. 
Referring to Bismarck’s struggle with the 
vatican, he said: “The Kulturkampf was for 
Bisrnarck simply as a means to an end, He 
wished to overcome the spirit of states’ 
rights and to weld the many separate 
states into one body to b# used against 
his ultramontane enemies. Bismarck never 
hesitated to use violent means to reach 
even trivial ends.”’ : 

One of Bismarck’s Intimates. — 

Dr. Pindler expresses rather strongly his 
disapproval of the government's policy in 
the Kulturkampf. “I sat up one night in 
1875,"" he said, “until 4 o'clock talking with 
Bismarck on the results of the Kulturk- 
ampf, and I believe the discussion we then 
had induced the prince gradually to reverse 
bis policy toward the h.” | 

On the same night Bisma rek spoke to Dr. 
Pindler of the necessity 4 finding a new 
political platform on which the heterogene~ 
ous German masses could be* held together, 
They agreed that the best platform woald 
‘be a social-economical one.

EARNED $100 IN TWO HOURS. 


Had to Drink Three Pints of Whisky 
and Kill Rattlesnakes. 
From The New York Sun. 

“I earned $100 once in less than two hours 
working iff a mine,”’ said Charles Campbell, 
a& compositor, ‘“‘but I had to kill 126 rattle- 
enakes to do it. I wouldn’t do the job over 
again for less than $1 per snake. I was in 
hard luck on the coast, and happened to 
Grift into the fine gold district of the San 
Jcaquin, where a company was working 
the White Quartz mine. 
dropped in on ’em they found that they had 
to bring back into the service again a shaft 
trat had been abandoned several years be- 
fore. The shaft was eighty feet déep, and 
there was a tunnel at the bottom of the 
same length. . 

“Through long disuse, the shaft had be- 
come choked with debris at the mouth of 
the tunnel, and it had to be cleaned out 
before the shaft could be used again. ° 

“The very day I got there the company 
had sent two workmen down the shaft to 
dig out the debris, but they had hardly 
landed at the bottom before they signaled 
frantically to be hauled up. When the 
bucket got to the top the two men were 
cowering in the bottom of the bucket, pale 
as ghosts and.so nearly scared to death 
that they had to be helped out. It was some 
time before they were able to give any ex- 
planation. 

“Rattlesnakes was what ailed them. The 
shaft, they said, was full of rattlesnakcs, 
lying about everywhere, big and ugly. They 
were so thick, they declared, that the noise 
of their rattles in the depths of the shaft, 
when the men disturbed the colony, almost 
made them deaf. The men had not dered to 
step from the tub, but had signaled hastily 
to be raised to the surface. 

“A lantern lowered to the bottom of the 
shaft showed that the men knew what they 
were talking about. The depths were liter- 
ally alive with big rattlers, and they writh- 
ed and tumbled about, furious at the in- 
trusion of, the light among them. Some 
of the savage old chaps struck their fangs 
against the glass of the lantern, so that we 
could hear the sound of the contact where 
we stood gazing down on the cheerful sight 
from the mouth of the shaft, and the noise 


of the flerce chorus of rattles was like the _ 


rasping of a field full of Kansas locusts. 
The sight and sound made me homesick. 
I haven’t seen or heard anything like that 
for years—not since I left my native place 
in the big coon country, Tennessee. 
. “That rattlesnake music at the bottom 
of the mine ghaft 'way out on the Pacific 
coast made me homesick. I began to pine 
tor the big coon country, but I hadn't a 
cent. If I hadn’t been so homesick fF don’t 
believe I’d have jumped at the offer the 
superintendent of the mine made after he 
found there was no other way to get those 
rattlers out of that shaft. 

““T'll give $100 in gold,’ he said, ‘to any 
one who will clean out them snakes!’ 

“I stepped to the front. 4 


***Make it a hundred in gold and a quart | 


of whisky and I'll go you!’ said I. 

‘“‘He added the whisky, and we closed the 
deal right there. I borrowed a pair of buck- 
skin leggins and a pair of buckskin gloves. 
Arming myself with a long club and the 
bottle of whisky, and taking a lantern, I 
jumped into the tub, and they lowered me 
to the bottom of the shaft. I hadn't inten- 
ed to be hoisted until 1 had bagged all the 
rattlers in sight. But after thrashing away 
for twenty minutes at the snakes as they 
hurried away to hiding places or showed 
fight, and killing all that I could get my 
club in on, the poisoncus odor that exudes 


from these deadly rentilés when thes. «---+ 


angered was too mu¢éa for me. Even Pacific 
coast whisky couldn’t counteract it, and I 
felt myself growing aizzy and faint. 

“T had thrown into the tub the rattlers 
I had killed and was getting into it myself 
to signal for a hoist before I succumbed 
to the noxious rattlesnake air I was oreath- 
ing, when in a niche in one side of the shaft 
even with my shoulder, not a foot and a 
ralf away from my throat, I caught sight 
of a big ra*tler coiled and ready to strike, 

“Mechanically I threw my head and shoul- 
ders back, just as the snake launched his 
big arrow-like head at my throat. That 
movement of mine saved me. The rattler’s 
aim fell short. His fangs were buried in 
the collar of. my coat, an inch from my 
jugular. I instantly clutched the reptile 
with one hand around its neck, and with 
the other, as I tumbled unconsciously into 
the tub, I pulled the rope. 

“T did not know when I reached the top, 
but the superintendent told me when I 
came to that when the men who were at 
the windlass saw me in the tub and what 
I was bringing up with me, they dropped the 
crank and ran. But for the fortunate pres- 
ence of a stalwart Mexican, a giant miner 
named Valarez, who caught the crank as 
it came around and held it, I would have 
gone plunging back to the bottom of the 
shaft, and my fate would not have been 
pleasant. 

“And I can’t say that I blame the men 
much who were manning that windlass. 
Lying in the bottom of the tub, apparently 
dead, I was stili clutching the big rattler 
by the throat, his fangs almost in mine, 


and lying about me were twenty-seven | 


enormous and hideous looking rattlers, vic- 
tims of the club. Seems to @e I'd have 
dropped something myself aid ran if I 
had seen such a sight as that coming up 
out of the dark depths of a mine shaft. 

“T revived in a few minutes, and was soon 
feeling in shape to go down and finish my 
contract. I don’t know how I could have 
done it, but in the twenty minutes I was 
in the shaft I had drank half of the quart 
of whisky. I: remained in the bottom forty- 
five minutes that trip, and I brought out 
fifty-seven dead rattlers to the surface. I 
had to chase some of them into the sloping 
tunnel. I had absorbed the remainder of 
the whisky, and when I made my third 
trip, ten minutes after I came up, I @ok 
down another pint. I was down just forty- 
five minutes. I garnered forty-eight rattlers 
and finished the third pint of whisky. 

“Tf there was another snake left in the 
shaft or tunnel I couldn’t find it, and the 
superintendent handed me over five twenty- 
dollar gold pleces.”’

BISHOP NELSON ON CATHEDRALS. 


He Reviews the Action in Regard to 
a Cathedral Site. 

At the evening service at St. Luke’s yes- 
terday, which was conducted by Bishop 
Nelson, instead of the usual sermon, he 
eyplained the action that had been recently 
taken in regard to the location of a Cca- 
thedral in Atlanta. 

He opened his remarks by saying that 
many inquiries had been made to him about 
the recent action that had been taken in 
regard to the choice of a cathedral and 
it seems that many did not understand what 
had been determined upon and were puz- 
zled to know the status of St. Luke’s He 
reviewed the line of action that lead to 
the conclusion and described the title to 
the cathedral property. 

“The deed for the property known as 


his precinct since the last report, the names 


St. Luke's,” said thé bishop, “‘necessitates 
the continuance of St. Luke’s upon @ Ca- 
thedral foundation, but does not require 
that that particular lot or ‘building shall 
be used as the cathedral.” 

More than a year ago St. Philip’s church, 
through its rector, vestry and congregation, 
presented the bishop with a deed to their 
property, only making the reservation that 
a church Should be maintained on some 
portion of the lot and expressing the desire 
that the property be used for cathedral 
purposes. A conference was then held by 
committees from both churches with the 
result that each agreed to the consolida- 
tion of all property owned by the church 
in Atlanta for cathedral purposes, provided 
that each congregation be Separately pro- 
vided with a place of worship. It was then 
Stated that the site of the cathedral 
would be determined by the proper author- 


ities and there was no objection inter- 
posed To ascertain the views of these 
_ Churches a conference was arranged by 
the bishop of committees from the gov- 
erning bodies of both and it was unanimous- 
ly agreed to recommend the. lotg belonging 
to St. Philip’s as the site of the cathedral. 
This report was adopted by the convention. 

Heretofore «he board of curators and the 
dean of St. Luke’s have been appointed 
by the bishop, but under the new plan 
it elects its own vestry and they elect the 
rector upon the nomination of the bishop, 
preserving the right to reject any nominee. 

The bishop urged upon the congregation 
the importance of sustaining the plan 
agreed upon, as they had had abundant 
Opportunity to dissent from it before it 
was settled, not only the vestry, but the 
congregation also. Then he corrected the 
false idea that St. Luke’s would have to 
be sold and used to build the cathedral 
or that it would -be merged in the ca- 
thedral on the new site. The propabilities 
were that the congregation would continue 
to worship ag now until such time as a 
new building might be erected on a more 
eligible site. 

The bishop said that he was now en- 
gaged in the effort to secure a suitable 
Successor for Dr. Barrett and had lost

capable of distinguishing between the true 
and the false, the right and the wrong. 
The sun is perishable, and somewhere in 
the great future its burning fountains will 
be quenched, but I am as immortal as the 
adorable being who made me. 

“In God’s thought the 1 er ng great- 
ness of mind and spirit ‘rises to an im- 
measurable height above the spacial or 
quantitative greatness of any material 
body. 

“The same principle must guide us in 
measuring men. Corbett and Sullivan are 
great in physical statute and strength. 
Martin Van Buren and- Alexander Stephens 
were diminutive and frail, but, in the 
qualitative greatness of mind and heart, 
the latter were giants in comparison with 
whom the two modern héroes of the prize 
ring were contemptibly little and weak. 

“In Solomon, the much loved king of 
Israql, we see not a very high type of 
‘human greatness. He came to the throne 
after the children of Israel had passed 
through oentunies of bondage, poverty, 
persecation and hard-fought battles. Under 
Saul and David they became brave and 
skillful soldiers and conquered all the 
tribes that disputed their rights to the 
land which the Lord God had promised to 
their fathers. Having no war upon his 
hands, and having all the wealth of a 
great kingdom at his disposal, Solomon 
began his administration with the desire 
and purpose to eclipse in material display 
and in luxurious living all surrounding 
monarchs. Saul and David had lived in 
tents, but he built for himself a princely 
palace. The Israelites had worshiped in a 
moving tabernacle, bur he reared for them 
a@ great temple, whose magnificence was 
the wonder of the world. His household 
consisted of 300 wives, 700 concubines and 
an army of guards and servants. 

“It is ‘the verdict of history that it re- 
quires only about one such administration 
of government to bring ruin upon a na- 
tion. 

“The bewildering splendor, extravagance 
and sensuality of Louis XIV was all that 
was needed to prepare France for her 
bloody revolution and a reign of crime and 
terror. 

“The four years which witnessed the 
robbery of our federal treasury, the ex- 
haustion of more than $100,000,000 of sunplus 
in paying iniquitous bounties and fraudu. 
lent pensions, the enormous increase of 


taxation, the vast accumulation of capital . 


in the hands of a few heartless monopolies, 
and the unprecedented extravagance of 
those who were rich by class legislation, 
were the years which immediately preceded 
the present period of commercia! prostra- 
tion and of social discord, strife and dis- 
imtegration. 

“After the death of Solomon the king- 
dom was divided, the temple was destroyed 
and the Jews were carried captive into 
Babylon. 

“When Jesus Christ began His ministry 
Iie stood up on the very site where this 
Jewish king had reigned in such power and 
splendor and said to-a people :‘who were 
boastful of the fame of the dead monarch: 
‘Behoid a greater than Solomon is here.’ 
To those Jews, blinded by ignorance, super- 
Stition and prejudice, this. declaration of 
‘the Son of a Carpenter’ was arrogant and 
offensive in the last degree. But looking 
at it today in the light of nearly nine- 
teen centuries of history we know that 
it was true—a greater than Solomon was 
there. 


“He was greater than Solomon, because« 


He set up a kingdom among men incom- 
parably better than that over which Solo- 
man reigned. Solomon’s' kingdom was 
Spectacular. He sought to make it ex- 
ternaliy great—great im appearance—great 
in those things which appeal.to man’s 
sensuous nature and stimulate worldly am- 
bitions. The kingdom of Christ ‘cometh 
mot with observation.’ It cares but little 
for the external and visible. Its aim is the 
transformation of human character, by im- 
Planting in the heart the principle of a 
holy life. It brings man into conscious re- 
lations with God and inte joyous submis- 
sion to God's will.

“Money, thank God, is not an element 


lionaire is infinitesimal. Among the forces 
which are lifting the world to a higher light 
and freedom he is an imperceptivie factor. 


‘imevery age the world’s great torch-bearers, 


discoverers, reformers and deliverefs have 
neither the time nor the inclination to make 
money. Among the men who make the 
mountains of our intellectual and moral 
scenery stands Martin Luther. There was 
never a time in his eventful life wher’ his 
material. possessions ‘were ,greater than 
those of the average German mechanic. 
Shakespeare had only a few hundred pounds 
to leave to his family, but he bequeathed 
to the world a legacy of thought of more 
value than all the gold in the vaults of 
England, 

“Greatness is not hereditary. Your father 
and grandfather may have been philoso- 
phers, but if you choose a life of inteilectual 
idleness you will die a fool, There are a 
great many ‘Sons and Daughters of the 
Revolution,’ but some of them are totally 
destitute of the genius and spirit of their 
ancestors. They will never write a ‘decla- 
ration of independence’ from anything. 
They will never revolt against any despot- 
ism—no, not even the despotism of their 
own depraved appetites. No object is me 
ignoble and disgusting than one of these 
beer-sucking clubroom loafers, when he is 
discoursing to some fellow loafer about the 
‘blue blood’ in his veins. Every man must 
be the architect of his own fortune, the 
builder of his own character, the molder of 
his own destiny. 

“You cannot make your child great by 
giving him a great man’s name. You can 
find George Washingtons among chicken 
thieves, Thomas Jeffersons among society 
dudes, Jacob Astors among peanut peddlers, 
John Miltons among circus clowns, John 
Wesleys among barkeepers and Abraham 
Lincolns and Jefferson Davises in. chain- 
gangs. It is not the mame that you give 
him, but the character he builds and the 
reputation he makes that will determine 
your child’s position in the world. 

**There was a strife among them which 
of them should be accounted the greatest.’ 
Their ambition was not so much to be 
great as it was to be considered great by 
others. Many a man is satisfied with being 
an ignoramus, if some little college will 
confer the degree of L.L.D. upon him, and 
vhereby convey to the world the impression 
that he is learned. Many a man who never 
Saw a battlefield, never performed a military 
evolution and never read three lines of any 
book of military tactics is content to remain 
in ignorance of such things 60 long as*“his 
neighbors and acquaintances salute him as 
‘colonel’ or ‘captain.’ Itis not the greatness 
of knowledge and service that he covets, 
but a title that is interpreted by the world 
to’ mean greatness. 

“*There was a strife among them.’ It 
was a strife into which men put wrong mo- 
tives and methods. I imagine that there 
was mucn detraction and calumny in it. I 
imagine that each tried to magnify and pro- 
mote himself by disparaging his competi- 
tors. Do you see ‘any exhibition of this 
spirit in our day -and generation? Do you 
know any physician who attempts to @ain 
a high position in the eyes of the commu- 
nity by assuming that the practice of his 
competitors is but little better than quack- 
ery? Did you ever see a specialist in kid- 
ney treatment sneer into contempt the diag- 
nosis of the liver doctor? Did you ever hear 
a candidate for political office belittle an- 
other candidate for the same office? Did 
you ever hear him say: ‘My competitor is 
an innocent and pious man,’ but innocence 
and piety do not meet the requirements of 
the high place to which he aspires. The 
duties of that exalted position call for the 
services of a masterful mind and an eloquent 
tongue, and, therefore, my fellow citizens, 
it becomes your patriotic duty to honor me 
with your suffrages?’ Did you ever see two 
political newspapers in a strife, each try- 
ing to convince the public that the other 
was the exponent of all that was most dis- 
reputable, false and fraudulent in political 
journalism? Do you see any exhibition of 
this spirit in religious organizations? Do 
you know any church member who tries to 
stand first in the esteem of lifts pastor by 
discounting everything good that is said and 
done by other members of his church? Do 
you know one who thinks that the pastor 
ought to judge every member by the length 
of his countenance, and the prolixity of his 


’ prayers? Do you know another who thinks 


that the highest seat in the synagogue 
should be given to the brother who pays 
the highest pew rent? » 

“Are there traces of this unrighteous 
strife in the ranks of the Christian minis- 
try? Did you ever hear a minister whose 
gifts and graces shine only in the pulpit, 
say of another minister in the same commu- 
nity: ‘Oh, he is a very godly man; he 
prays much; he visits all the members every 


quarter; his sympathies for the affiicted are . 


very deep and tender, but there is much 
complaint about the dullness of his ser- 
mons. He is a good brother, but he can- 
not remain much longer with us?’ Or did 
you ever hear a minister whose congrega- 
tion had dwindled to diminutive proportions, 
say of another minister: ‘Yes, he preaches 
to a great multitude, but i. is the music, 
and not his preaching, that the people go to 
hear?’ 

“Christian brethren, standing here today 
aft the beginning of the eleventh year of my 
ministry among. you, my heart prompts me 
to say that, if in the ten years in which 
we have taken counsel of each other, land 
labored together in the Lord, we have 
fought any battles and won any victories 
for truth and righteousness, if we have 
made any real and enduring contribution to 
the Lord’s cause, let us not maf the beauty 
of it by coveting any other reward than 
that which comes from our Own consciences 
and the smiling face of our Master in 
heaven. If we have become great in the 
knowledge and experience of divine truth, 
in fealty to duty, and in favor with the 
Lord, let our greatness be its own reward. 
In the kingdom of God we can climb only by 
making stepping stones of our dead selves. 
Sense and self must be denied; others must 
be esteemed better than ourselves, and all 
our honors, crowns and scepters laid at 
Jesus’s feet. Let us seek greatness, but let 
it be the greatness of a noble mind, a pure 
heart and a useful life—a greatness achieved 
by no unworthy means and without bringing 
sorrow to anything that breathes—a great-

Some Able Pulpit Discourses in At- 
lanta’s Churches. 


DR. HOPKINS’S POWERFUL SERMON, 


Dr. Wadsworth on“The Translation” at 
Trinity—Dr. Atkinson ou Practical 
, Christianity—Other Churches. 


At the Little Church Around the Corner 
the morning sermon was by Dr. Hopkins. 
His text was Matt. xxvi, 22: “‘And they 
were exceedingly sorrowful and began 
every one of them to say: ‘Lord, is it I?’” 

in substance he said the text is the cen- 
tral point in Matthew’s description of the 
last supper whether it be regarded through 
the eyes of an artist or a rhetorician. In 
this chapter are given all of the symbolisms 
of the feast of the passover, which marked 
such a great event for the Hebrews as the 
coming out of Egypt and crossing the Red 
sea by divine deliveregce. There were at 
the table between ten and twenty people, 
the paschal lamb, the bitter herbs, and 
with them the small conserve of sweets, 
the cups of wine and every detail of the 
feast as prescribed and observed by genera- 
tions of the Jews. These things were not 
unusual, and nothing special had marked 
this feast from all of the many which every 
One about the table had observed, until 
Christ, in the full knowledge of the subse- 
quent events, said: “Verily, 1 say unto you 
that one of you shall betray me,’”’ then they 
began to say, ‘‘Lord, is it 1?’ To Know 
just what each one meant by his question 
would be to know the whole history of 
each man’s thought which led him to ask 
it. These disciples were simple men who 
spoke from the heart straight out. The 
traitor, Judas, asked it with the rest and 
received the caimly spoken truth from the 
lips of his Master. The more !iteral transla- 
tion from the Greek would be, ‘Lord, it is 
not I, is it?’ A sort of indignant protest 
and denial of any such purpose, and yet 
with it a question of can it be possible that 
I will yet do this base act under any cir- 
cumstances. We learn many things from 
this scene. We can contemplate the possi- 
bilities of man for good and for evil; we 
can see man’s peril in the dangers and 
changes of his surroundings. John Newton, 
seeing a criminal led to the gallows, said: 

“Yonder goes John Newton, but for tne 
grace of God.’’ Such thoughts make a man 
honest with himself and lead him to really 
speak the truth in his heart. 

it is sometimes a revelation of ourselves 
to ourselves. Is it possible for me to sin to 
such degree to blast a good name and ruin 
a good character and to place myself out- 
side the pale of good society and deserve it 
all. The slight: falsehood which was light- 
ly spoken to relieve you of temporary em- 
barrassment was full-blooded kin to . the 
baser lie which is given to the hurt of your 
neighbor and marks one a perjurer, ‘he 
sharp practices which are indulged, where- 
by pennies are turned faster, whether hon- 
est or not, are fully related to those violent 
acts of theft which are punished severely 
by law and which brand the wretched 
criminal. That hatred which hopes ill may 
befall one’s neighbor is but a smaller one 
of the family of purposes which nerve the 
murderer’s arm and aims the deadly blow 
upon the despised victim. All of the pas- 
sions which are indulged to even a slight 
degree are dangerous, and men may well 
Stand aghast at the possibilities of evil 
which are within them, and each one must 
ask for himself, ‘‘Lord, is it I?’ Slanders 
are useful things to point out our «own 
weakness. They may be wholly false in 


_Spirit and detail and yet they may well 


be considered for their use. Our enemies 
find out our weak points and attack us 
there and expose them to our own hearts. 
The little mtte of truth which has been 
twisted and skillfully misunderstood and 
misapplied and used as the basis of a slan- 
der may reveal to us a glimpse of our- 
selves such as others get and warn us from 
dangerous rocks whereon we could be 
wrecked. 

The reverse of this undeserved praise 
has the same elements of distinction. When 
warm and pleasant friends say nice things 
about us and construe our acts in the best 
possible lights and attribute to us motives 
far nobler than we really possess, then may 
we also be warned and try to’ deserve it 
all and to be all for which we are credited. 
When the great man of noble purpose 
appears under our names we may ask truly 
“Lord, is it I?’ Temptations come to us; 
every one has them, and every one feels 
thajr powrr. Many things are resisted 
which would Overcome our fellows; some 
circumstances which would not tempt one 
man would overwhelm anwother. The danger 
to us is in those solicitations to evil which 
make us feel “surely this cannot be very 
wrong,”’ “I wish that this were not consid- 
ered wrong,” “it would be such a delight 
to gratify this one passion, if for only just 
this once.’” And so we have revealed to us 
the peril in which we stand in the presenge 
of temptations which tempt. 

Dr. Atkisson on “Practical Chris-« 
tianity.” 

**Practical Christianity” was the subject of 
the sermen preached by the Rev. R. V. At- 
kisson, pastor of the Central Congregational 
church, yesterday morning. The speaker 
took as a text Acts x-38: “‘Who went about 
doing good.’’ These words were spoken con- 
cerning our Lord. Every truly virtuous 
mind asks what can I do in life? The 
usual lines of life lie out before men, and 
from these avocations choices are made. 
Remarkably good men have honored the 
military life; statesmanship can justly boast 
of Gladstone and many noble Christian 
patriots. Merchants, lawyers and _ philan- 
thropists are to be found in the ranks of 
the world’s benefactors. Some seek to ac- 
complish good through study of literature, 
philosophy and theology, and others are 
satisfied only by giving all of their time 
to beneficence. When our Lord came and 
dwelt among men H2 found sorrow and 
suffering. He said, what is the remedy? 

Many of his countrymen hoped:that he 
would take the sword and become a, liber- 
ator, others expected that he would become 
a statesman, or give himself to study in the 
schools of theology. But He has come and 
gone, and here is the record, ‘He went 
about doing good.’’ et He took no part as 
a military man, and the schools of theology 
and philosophy certainly cannot lay claim 
to Him. His entire life was given to good 
work until it ended in a tragedy on the 
cross. I put two questions to my fellow 
men today. We have His life. How does 
it stand in the estimate of mankind? Who 
is there among men willing to change that 
life? Are not men honored in proportion 
as they approximate that life? My second

Whom have 
you helped? Live as you profess. Obey the 
call of your commander. Let your lives be 
gospels of love and good works. I assure 
you that a benificent life is the most 
happy. It is the most enduring. Will you 
live it? 
The Central Presbyterian Church. 


Yesterday was Communion Sunday at the 
Central Presbyterian church, and the whole 
services, including the sermon, were ap- 
propriate to the occasion. The choir sang 
two beautiful and weil-selected pieces, “I’m 
a Pilgrim, I’m a Stranger,’ and ‘“‘Rock of 
Ages,’ which they rendered in that ex- 
cellent style which has gained them the 
reputation of being, in their quartet work, 
the best church choir in the city. 

Dr. Strickler’s sermon was on the xi 
chapter of First Corinthians, which de- 
scribes the_institution andmeaning of the 
sacrament of the Lord’s Supper, and was a 
lucid and instructive explamation of that 
chapter and of the sacrament. 

First Christian Church. 

Yesterday at the Christian church, not- 
withstanding the heat. there was a large and 
appreciative audien@2, The morning lesson 
was in the twenty-sixth chapter of Mat- 
thew, and Mr. Wiiliamson began his dis- 
course by the statement: “This is C. W. 
B. M. day in the Christian church through- 
out the world.’’ He then explained that, 
while each separate Christian church is an 
independent organization, and free to act 
independently, yet there are a few special 
days set apart for special services through- 
out the land, and ‘‘when these days come 
we fall into line with a great body of sol- 
diers who are marching in tne same direc- 
tion, and who are chanting the same glad 
anthem.” ~ 

Of the meaning of the letters C. W, B. 
M., he said, a great many people are ig- 
norant, as he had been surprised to find 
so many not Knowing the meaning of the 
letters C. L. 8S. C. out on the chautauqua 
grounds. Ignorant that these letters indi- 
cate movements that are thé uplifting of 
the people in spiritual and intellectual life. 

Continuing, he said: 

me of the brightest promises of the all- 
conquering power of the church is the en- 
listment of all classes of people in the 
active service of the church. For a long 
time this active work of the church was all 
left to the men of the church, but not so 
now—the women and the children are en- 
listed for duty and service. 

“The letters C. W. B. M., then, represent 
the Christian Woman’s Board of Missions. 
Less than twenty years ago this association 
was organized by a few sisters in Cincin- 
nati. Article 11 of the constitution of this 
organization says: ‘The objecf of this asso- 
ciation shall be to maintain preachers and 
teachers for religious instruction, to en- 
courage and cultivate a missionary spirit 
and missionary efforts in the churches, to 
disseminate missionary intelligence, and to 
secure systematic contributions for such 
purposes; also to establish and maintain 
schools and institutions for the education of 
both males and females;’ and this the 
preacher thought ‘a very righteous object, 
surely.’ 

“The growth of the C. W. B. M. move- 
ment has attaine’ to thirteen hundred aux- 
iliaries in thirty-five states and territories, 
with a membership of about thirty thou- 
sand. This by some is thought to be re- 
markable, and, from one view point, so it 
is; but when it is remembered that the 
Christian churci: in the United States num- 
bers 800,000 members, and of these 500,000, 
probably, are women, then are we con- 
vinced that there are yet many not en- 
listed. But what are these women doing? 
our preacher asked—are they running 
around making: speeches, neglecting their 
homes, disorganizing society? No, no, no! 
a thousand times no! They are doing the 
work they set out to do. They are preach- 
ing the gospel and teaching the people. They 
have five missionaries in Jamaica—they have 
nine missionaries in India—they have 
twenty-one missionaries in the home field 
of the United States. They have a num- 
ber of schools doing fine work, but the best 
one of the best works they Pave in hand 
is the endowment of a Bible chair in the 
great university with its 3,000 students at 
—— Arbor, Michigan.” 

Mr. Williamson closed his sermon with a 
beautiful tribute to woman's work. He said 
the gospel was introduced into Europe 
through a woman’s prayer meefing. It was 


| said of a Syro-Phoenician woman she had 


more faith than any in Israel. It was a 
woman that broke her alabaster box on 
the Master’s head, anointing” Him for His 
burial; and women were the first heralds 
of the risen Lord. Aye, he said, women are 
the great helpers of: the world, and then 
to the women of his congregation he put 
the question, ‘are you helping to make the 
world better? Are you helping by prayer, 
by work, by offerings?’ This he followed 
by an invitation to all, any, ‘‘whosoever 
will,”’ to confess their loVe for Christ, after 
which three persons were received into the 
membership of the church. 


Dr. Wadsworth at Trinity. 


Dr. W. -W. Wadsworth preached. at 
Trinity yesterday on the subject of ‘The 
Translation of Elijah.’’—-II Kings, ii,11-12. 

Dr. Wadsworth’s sermon was full and 
replete with illustrations touching his sub- 
ject and full of interest to his large au- 
dience. 

Dr. Wadsworth said in substance: 

The text presents a magnificent close ofa 
great and eventful life. The popular im- 
pression is that Elijah was of a harsh 
disposition, but Elisha places a different 
idea and suggests that of tenderness.’ The 
two men were more than friends; they 
were closer than relatives, and they still 
went on and talked; behold a chariot of 
fire and horses of fire and parted them 
both asunder and Elijah went. up into 


‘heaven. 


This great life was lost to 
to the world, but it did not die. God came 
for Elijah—sent a carriage of flame. Eli- 
jah cried out: ‘‘My father!: My father, the 


chariot of Israel and the horses thereof.” 


This was not a cry of reverence, but more 
of lonely orphanage. Elijah had said to 
Elisha: ‘“‘Tarry here, I pruy thee, I go to 
lerico,’’ and Elisha said, ‘‘as the Lord liveth 
and as thy soul liveth I will not leave thee.’’ 
And, again, at Jericho Elijah tok Elisha 
to tarry until he went to Jordan, but Eli- 
sha would not, always answering: 
‘‘as the Lord liveth and as the soul liveth 
I will not leave thee.’’ After the dividing of 
the waters and going over’ Elijah 
said unto his young friend, “Ask what I 
shall do for thee before I be  taketn 
away from thee,” and Elisha said: “I 
pray thee let a double portion of thy spirit 
be upon me,” and Elijah‘said: ‘*‘Thou hast 
asked a hard thing. Nevertheless, if thou 
see me when I am taken from thee it shall 
be so unto thee, but if not it shall not be 
so.’ This was the result of fidelity. Noth- 
ing noted the coming of this supreme 
crisis. LY

A Goldbug Oracle. 

The New York Times is in a fever of 
excitement over the free silver fesolu- 
tions of the democrats in Arkansas and 
Michigan. 


Our contemporary says: 
Populism is not democracy, and populists 
are not democrats. The so-called demo- 
cratic convention in Arkansas did well in 


voting down the resolution endorsing the 


administration of President Cleveland, after 
adopting one resolution which was pure 
populism and rejecting another which was 
the mildest sort of democracy. The presi- 
dent’s administration is democratic, It rep- 
resents loyally and with a good deal of 
wisdom what the people of the United 
States understood that they were voting 
for in 1892, when the majority of them voted 
the democratie national ticket. That ad- 
ministration has absolutely nothing in ecom- 
mon with the men who constituted the Ar- 
kansas convention, except their professed 
ideas as to the tariff, and the difference 
between the administration and the conven- 
tion on finance is far more imp¢ t, es- 
sential and controlling than the ent. 
on the tariff. * * * They are not m- 
ocrats, They are unfaithful to democratic 
principles. They speak only for themselves, 
and what they say will be again, When the 
time comes, as it has already been, con- 
demned by the autnorized representatives of 
the democratic party. $ 

The case of the deunoaratic convention of 
Michigan is no better in substance, though 
a little less candidly and consistently 
avowed. *® * * - : ! 

We repeat that the professed views of the 
pretended democrats of Arkansas and of 
Michigan are not democracy. We do not 
say that they will mever be accepted by 
the democratic party, though we do not 
think that they ever will be. If that disgrace 
should fall upon the party, the party will 
have to make up its mind to follow new 
leaders, and follow them to defeat.

The Bill May Be Loaded. 

Congressman Stone’s bill defining an- 
archy and providing for its punishment 
will make things lively if it becomes a 
law. 

One clause of the bill says that an an- 
archist is one who belongs to, or is ap- 
pointed or employed by any society or 
organization which provides in writing 
or by verbal agreement or instruction 
for the unlawful taking of human life, 
or for the unlawful destruction of prop- 
erty where the loss of life is a probable 
result of such destruction. 

Now, if a crowd of men should or- 
ganize for the lynching of a negro rapist 
would they not come under the defini- 
tion of anarchists given in this bill? If 
they collected suddenly and upon the 
impulse of the moment lynched a crim- 
inal they would be outside of the defini- 
tion, but if they held a meeting, organ- 
ized and agreed upon the:unlawful tak- 
ing. of a man’s life, it seems to us that 
the bill would make them liable to a 
prosecution in the United: States courts.

A Scheme of Robbery. 

In England, as in this country, the 
masses were slow at first to understand 
the true meaning of ,monometallism. 
They took it for granted that the ruling 
classes knew more about finance than 
they did and so they accepted the situ- 
ation. 

But the English’ masses are waking 
up. The owners of farm lands espe- 
cially are beginning to kick, and they do 
not hesitate to say that they are robbed 
for the benefit of the London money 
brokers. A farm of 800 acres in Kent, 
for which the owner paid $160,000 and 
which rented for $6,000 a year for many 
years, has fallen to $1,500 a year. An- 
other fine farm which rented for $7,500 
in 1886 now rents for $1,500. Many of 
these farms are bought in by the money 
lenders, and thus the soil is passing into 
the hands of absentee landlords, 

We have seen a good dealsof this 
shrinkage in our own country. The 
Nashville American says: 

The disastrous decline in values due to 
currency contraction keeps pace with other 
ruinous results and conditions due to the 
fame cause. Indeed, a contemplation of the 
astonishing fall in values, and which par- 
ticularly affects the agricultural classes, is 
perhaps more impressive of the bad condi- 
tion into which the country ane fallen than.

What they really ought to do is to beg the 
governments to arm and ‘support several 
millions more of soldiers so as to diminish 
competition in the factories and on the 
farms and make it easy to strike and keep 
up wages. ‘Phen, too, it would appear that 
it is anotger blunder to consider a standing 
army as itself the most pestiferous collec- 
tion of the unemployed Known to mortals.

wanted work found itin some form or other. 
Nowadays there seems to be a new sensa- 
tion and a new procedure in the matter. 
Men are no longer out of work, which is 
not necessarily so bad a thing, but they be- 
long to “the ranks of the unemployed,” and 
that is something fearful, making it incym- 
bent on the state to intervene and perform 
miracles for their relief. And the vague 
dread spreads among economists and busi- 
ness men, leading them into such. absurdi- 
ties as supposing that taxation is more ea- 
sily endured than competition, and that a 
modern commercial nation is best off with 
one-tenth of its productive power running 
to waste. : 

This is a narrow view, The problem 
of the unemployed is growing serious, 
and & is the duty of the government to 
aid the people in solving it, in so far as 
it can reasonably do so, We have no 
omnipotent state with inexhaustible 
wealth, but in a time of depression our 
government has the power to start ex- 
tensive public works and improvements 
of a necessary character. and thus fur- 
nish employment to hosts of toilers. It 
is not necessary to create this work.

This problem must be golved, and if 
European conditions prevailed here we 
should agree with the French and Eng- 
lish Chambers of Commerce and insist 
upon maintaining great armies and na- 
vies in order to increase the demand for 
productive labor. The objection that 
this would inyolve extra taxes is an- 
swered by the statement that such tax- 
ation would add to the general prosper- 
ity, and if it bore unequally upon peo- 
ple it would be no worse than our pres- 
ent system, which is not only unequal, 
but unjust. The government is not 
bound to create unnecessary work, but 
when the work must be done in the near 
future, why not have it done when the 
masses need it most ?. 


EDITORIA cL COMMENT. 


There is a great deal of nonsensical talk 
indulged in these days about protection 
to the sheep raising industry by means of 
a protected tariff, says the Willmington, 
N. C., Morning Star. Thene isu’t much of 
that kind of talk in the south, although 
there is some. Sensible people in the south 
know that they could raise wool if they 
wanted to without a protective tariff and 
that isn’t what t need, but protection 
against the packs of dogs that lay in wait 
for the sheep and destroy them. If it was 
not for the dogs North Carolina could be 
one of the greatest sheep-raising states 
this side of Texas. There is not a weekly 
exchange that we read that does not from 
time to thme record the ravages done by 
dogs. In one night a couple of weeks ago 
a farmer near Windsor, Bertie county, 
Jost thirty-five fine sheep by dogs—dogs, 
according to the local paper, ‘‘owned by 
negroes.”’ There was a dog killing shortly 
after that, but that didn’t restore the 
farmer hig sheep or pay him for the loss 
of them. Sheep culture could be a great 
industry with us if we could reduce the 
mumber of dogs by about 90 per cent. 


At the commencement exercises of 
Thornton seminary, Saco, Me., last week 
the girl graduates appeared in plain ging- 
ham dresses and the boys in ready-made 
suits. This was in obedience to an order 
igsued by the trustees several months ago, 
the argument being that the times were 
hard and that the students should set 
an example of economy.

The Memphisd negress who is trying in 
London to bring odium upon the south 
as a barbarous country for lynching negro 
men who outrage white women ought to 
unfold to her audiences of English radica]s 
the meaning of the very unnecessary and 
cruel lynching that occurred in Spring Val- 
ley Ill., on Tuesday last. William Pinker- 
ton was on trial at that place before 
Justice White for assaulting Anna Baroski, 
when 300 men rushed into the courtroom. 
Pinkerton jumped out of an open window, 
but was oventaken and beaten to death by 
the men. The case is instructive. The. of- 
fender was being tried, and interference of 
the lynchers was an outrage upon the dig- 
nity of the court, as well as upon the 
man Pinkerton. It was an open assaylt in 
the full jight of day upon the majesty of 
the law. The southern lynchefs, as a rule, 


have at least york Ss; to signify respect 
for the law by ng themselves and go- 


‘ing by night to execute their purpose. They 


conceal their identity, thus admitting that 
they fear punishment if found out. Their 
method indicates a belief that the communi- 
ty is against them. Living scattered in 
country districts, where families are isola- 
ted, they have a desire to prevent absolute- 
ly all outrages upon their wives and 
daughters by making the punishment for 
it swift, certain and terrible. They have 
in mind the fact that the colored out- 
rager of white women usually murders his 
victim to escape Tfentification. 

But in thickly settled Nlinois these cir- 
cumstances hardly exist. Had they existed 
they would not, of course, have justified 
the lynching, but they would have put 
northern lynching on all fours with south- 
ern lynching. It must be considered also 
that Pinkerton and his victim were both 
white—a circumstance of importance. Tak- 
ing everything together, it is clear that 
the barbarity of the proceeding at Spring 
Valley, Ill., greatly exceeded that of lynch- 


ings in the south.

The name of Captain Evan P. Howell has 
been prominently mentioned in connection 
with the legislative race, but he has never 
given any intimation as to whether or not 
he would run. Three weeks ago, when Cap- 
tain Howell was in New York, a number 
of prominent Atlanta gentlemen first men- 


' tloned the name of his name in connection 
f With the position of representative from 


Fulton. The result of this was that Cap- 
Rain Howell, upon returning from New York, 
ten days later, found himself in the race, 
without having been consulted. He has 


‘been urged to make the race, but has not 


yet said that he would do so. 

Mr. Thomas B. Felder, the well-known 
young attorney, who has been so successful 
in his profession, is also a probable candi- 
date for representative. He has been prom- 
inently mentioned as a candidate, and has 
been strongly urged to enter the race. He 
is considering the requests that have been 
made to him and will probably decide to 
Submit his name to the primary on July 18th. 

Mr. Charles I. Branan has been beset with 
personal appeals from citizens to allow the 
use of his name as a candidate. Mr. 
Branan is one of the most popular young 
business men in the city, and has a strong 
following. He is undecided about running. 

Mr. T. B. Neal, the well-known banker, 
and Mr. D. M. Vining, the superintendent 
of the city stockade, have alzo been spoken 
of as probable candidates. Neither has yet 
made any announcement of his candidacy. 

Th nearness of the primary will cause 
something definite to develop out of the sit- 
uation within the next few days. 

Mr. Jack J. Spalding is announced as a 
candidate for county commissioner from 
the country, and as he has-.no opposition, 
will probably receive the nomination. He 
has offered for the place to be made va- 
cant by the expiration of the term of*Com- 
missioner J. D. Collins, who will not be @ 
candidate for re-election, The law requires 
that one of the commissioners reside out- 
side of the city, and Mr. Spalding meets 
this requirement. 

A successor to Commissioner John W. 
Nelms is to be selected. Dr. Nelms is not 
a candidate for re-election, and Mr. Forrest 
Adair, the prominent young real estate 
agent, will in all probability be a candidate 
to succeed him. 

The term of Commissioner C. W. Hunni- 
cutt also expires and he will be in the race 
for re-election.

‘ALL WERE RELEASED ON BONDS 


They Say They Will Be Able to Prove 
Alibis, Despite Roper’s Positive State- 
ment That They Assaulted Him. 


Will Roper, the young mountaineer who 
‘was some time since shot three or four 


times and afterward thrown into a mine 


shaft over fifty feet deep, is destined soon 
to look inta the faces of his alleged as- 
sailants. 

Roper, as will be remembered, was 
brought to Atlanta last week in a half- 
dead condition and placed in St. Joseph’s 
infirmary, where he is slowly recovering. 

/ Soon after his arrival in Atlanta he gave 

the names of his supposed assailants to 
the deputy marshals and efforts were at 
once put on foot to effect their capture. 

It was rumored that the white caps took 
fright and flied to the mountains of Murray 
county, where they entrenched themselves 
‘with the avowed determination of resisting 
arrest. Reports from Murray county 
stated that they had provided themselves 
with 600 rounds of cartridges and would 
not be taken alive. 

Six deputy marshals were dispatched to 
the scene with instructions to arrest the 
whitecappers, dead or alive, and those 
who were familiar with the situation hour- 
ly anticipated a bloody battle between the 
Officers and the outlaws. 

A telegram received last night from Dal- 
ton now puts a different phase on the 
situation. 

It is to the effect that J. W. Redd, J. M. 
Morrison and J. T. Morrison, three of ‘the 
alleged white caps, have voluntarily sur- 
rendered themselves to the authorities. 

They appeared before United States Com- 
missioner H. C. Hamilton at Dalton 
yesterday morning and Redd and J. M. 
Morrison were bound over in the sum of 
$1,000 each. J. T. Morrison was required to 
give a bond of $2,000. 

The excess of the latter’s bond over the 
others was due to the tact that J. M. Mor- 
rison and Redd were in Dalton on the 
night that Roper claims to have been as- 
sailed by them and can probably prove al- 
ibies. It is said that they attended the 
college commencement and were seen by a 
number of prominent Daltonians at a late 
hour. that night. 

Payne Duncan and William Morrison, 
two other men who were also implicated 
by Roper as participating in the assault 
upon him, are still at large, but it is gen- 
erally understood in Dalton that they will 
also surrender themselves within the next 
few hours. Anticipating such an outcome, 
District Attorney Joe James has placed 
their bonds at $2,000 each. 

The trial of this case, involving as it 
does sO many -sensational and marvelous 
deiails, will be watched with interest 
tnroughout ‘the union. 


SUNDAY IN POLICE CIRCLES, 


A Young Man Arrested on Suspicion. 
Other Items. 

A.recent mysterious murder at Seney, a 
Station on the Hast Tennessee, not far from 
Home, caused the arrest on suspicion yester- 
day of Henry Register, a railroad’ tourist, 
who has seen about all of Uncle Sam’s ter- 
ritory that is worth seeing. 

The crime in question was committed on 
the night of June 18th. YWarly the following 
morning the body of an unknown man was 
discovered in a-deserted log cabin about 
200 yards from the center of the town. Gov- 
ernor Northen offered a reward of $150 and 
the citizens supplemented this amount by 
an additional $25. 

It was ascertained that a very unprepos- 
sessing looking fellow had come to Seney 
on the Sunday before and had on the night 
of the murder slept at the cabin where 
the body was afterwards found. He disap- 
pedred the next day. All that was known 
of him was that he had given the name of 
Register, and had stated that he was look- 
ing for work. There were other clues that 
satisfied the authorities that they had gspot- 
ted the right man. Under thq impression 
that he had gone to Atlanta, a message 
was sent here by Town Marshal John R. 
Tidwell asking that he be arrested. 

Early yesterday morning Register was 
come upon in the little railroad waiting 
station in West End by Patrolmen Luck, 
Wright and Thompson and lodged at po- 
The officers feel confi- 
dent that the mar is guilty of the offense 
charged against hYm. 

Register formerly resided in Newnan, 
where his people were quite well-to-do. 
Subsequently they moved to Texas. For 
the past ten years Register, who is about 
thirty years of age, has passed pretty much 
of his time traveling throughout the coun- 
try, turning up in Atlanta at various inter- 
vals. 

The case may be nothing more than one 
of mistaken identity.

eclared upon its face that if the repre- 
sentations upon which the certificate was 
granted were not true the certificate should 
be void, both ‘these certificates should, 
after the death of the member, be treated 
as void and of no effect, unless the com- 
pany had notice at some time before re- 
ceiving the last dues upon some one of the 
three certificates that the same identical 
person was a member when he applied for 
and procured one or both of the additional 
certificates and the cumulative insurance 
which they provided for. 2 

2. Notice to the society’s local agents at 
Atlanta who received the applications and 
collected the dues on all three of the cer- 
‘itificates of membership, but who, so far 
as appears, had no power to represent the 
company in making contracts or in waiving 
conditons expressed therein, the applica- 
tions having separately and at different 
times been, forwarded to Baltimore for ac- 
ceptance and the certificates of member- 
ship having there, separately and at dif- 
ferent times, been issued by the society’s 
general officers, would not be notice to the 
society of the falsehood of the representa- 
tion as to non-membership contained in 
the applications, unless it appeared that 
no such representation was actually made 
to. the agent who received and filled out 
the applications, but ‘that -he inserted the 
false statement without authority from the 
applicant and without his knowledge. 

3. Where two writings are in evidence,

1. A demurrer to a petition as amended 
opens the merits of the whole pleading to 
‘a fresh adjudication, as a conditional orde# 
of dismissal made on the hearing of a 
previous demurrer to the original petition 
‘concludes nothing. Thus, where a peti- 
tion was heard on a demurrer thereto, and 
the presiding judge passed an order, not 
dismissing the petition, but declaring that 
it would be dismissed unless amended with- 
in a given time so as to make it good in 
law, this judgment was not final upon the 
merits, but the whole petition was open 
for amendment within the time limited, 
and another demurrer afterwards filed to 
the petition as amended should have been 
overruled if the petition as a whole, set 
forth a cause of action, whether the matter 
contained in the amendment aided it or 
not. 

2. Tf administrators in selling land as the 
property of their intestate represented the 
boundaries thereof as extending along cer- 
tain lines from point to point, giving the 
length of each line, and thus misrepresent- 
ed the extent and contents of the tract, 
whereby they were enabled togsell and did 
sell at a fixed price per acre a tract of 
land containing 38 and 6-10 acres as a 
tract containing 60 acres, receiving pay- 
ment accordingly, the purchaser was de- 
frauded in so far as the money paid repre- 
sented the price of the deficiency, whether 
the administrators knew their representa- 
tions were false or not, provided the 
representations were accepted and treated 
by the purchaser as true and he acted and 
relied upon them in making his purchase, 
paying his money and receiving the con- 
veyance. If the administrators did not 
know where the true boundaries of the 
tract were, they should not have taken 
upon themselves to point out the same or 
make any definite and positive representa. 
tion concerning them which the state’ of 
their knowledge did not enable them to 
make with verity and correctness. While 
the doctrine of caveat emptor would charge 
the purchaser with looking out for ithe 
title which the decedent had to the tract 
offered for sale as his, it would not charge 
him with looking out for the boundaries of 
that tract when the administrators under- 
took to locate and point them out, thus 
professing to know tthem sufficiently to en- 
able them to furnish this information to 
purchasers, instead of leaving the latter to 
their own resources in acquiring the in- 
formation. 

3. The plaintiff is entitled to no land not 
embraced in his purchase, although some 
of the tract actually owned by the dece- 
dent may have been excluded therefrom. 

4. The petition seems to be open to the 
objection of misjoinder of parties defen- 
dant, and direction is given that it be dis- 
missed as to Mims and Alexander.

1. There is no presumption of law that a 
minor over fourteen years of age, who -ap- 
plies for a position involving dangerous 
service is aware of the danger and needs 
no instructions. 

2. The obligation to instruct an employe, 
before putting him to work, as to any of 
his. duties which are dangerous, does not 
necessarily follow, as matter of law, from 
his minority when employed, his inexperi- 
ence, the fact that the service is danger- 
ous, and the fact that his inexperience 
is known to the employer. In.a case like 
the present it. is a question for the jury 
whether the particular service was so dan~ 
gecous, and its dangers so obscure, or 
whether the information of the employe 
was so {!mited or his mind so immature 
at the time he was injured as to render it 
needful and proper that instructions should 
have been given when he was employed 
or at some time previous to the injury.

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| John Clemens, a Negro Criminal, Meets 


a Horrible Death, 
BURIED UNDER. A MASS OF EARTH 


He Was at Work Upon the New Road to 
Decatur—How the Accident Occur- — 
ed—His Neck Was Broken. 


John Clemens, a negro convict, was killed 
just outside the city limits, near the Rich- 
mond and Danville railroad shops Saturday 

The circumstances of his death are pe- 
culiar. Clemens was at work with the 
county chaingang, employed in Cpening up 
the new road from Atlanta to Decatur. 
In making the road, deep grading was nec- 
essary in some places. Yesterday morning 
just on the ether side of the Richmond and 
Danville road a grade was opened and a 
large force of convicts put upon it. They 
did good work and by 10 o’clock the em- 
bankments on each side of the grade were 
very deep. 

Clemens was put at work under one of 
these embankments. He was plying his 
pick vigorously and had made an extensive 
excavation. Above his head huhg a huge 
mass of dirt which was to be pushed down 
in a few moments. 

The convicts, it seems, dug too far under 
and suddenly the whole mass began to 
crumble. Clemens dropped his pick and was 
in the act of jumping out of the way when 
caught and burried deep beneath the heavy 
pile of earth. 

For a moment clouds of dust obscured 
everything around and it was impossible 
for the guards to see if any one had been 
hurt. As soon as it was cleared away they 
were horrified to see the hand of a man 
sticking out from the pile. It grasped con- 
vulsively several times the clouds around, 
and stopped. 

The whole squad was put to digging and 
in a few moments the body of Clemens was 
exposed. His neck had been broken and 
several other injuries about h‘s body would 
have proved fatal. The remains of the con- 
viet were stretched out on the grass and 
the shackles about his legs unloosed. 

Last night his body was removed to the 
camp at Peachtree creek. 

Ciemens was about twenty-two years old. 
He was sentenced in March upon the charge 
of assault and battery to a term of twelve 
months ip the county chaingang. He came 
from Hogansville and it is there that his 
body was forwarded this morning by the 
county.
